From tltc data at hand it is difficult t 


determine the exact change made by th 
Board of Assessors and Equalization in 
the valuation of railroads. The Carson 
Appeal says the roads were assessed a 
follows:

The News says tlic N. C. O. was as

The figures relating to tho Central Pa 


cific railroad, as published by the New 
and Appeal, show that the increase 
valuation of the main track, ns compare 
with 1890, amounts to $1,379,760, no 
$874,870 34, as they state, sccordin^ t 
the Controller's report for 1890.

main track was Assessed in 1890 at a 
average rate of $10,924 60 per mile, th 
total valuation being $4,902,740. 
Thi 


fear the assessment is $14,000 per mile 
,g£regnting $6,282,920, or $l,380,18i 
aore t haul as t year. There are 44% mile 
>''sidetrack, which was assessed iu 189 
at an average of $3,150 80 per mile 
this yerr at $3,000 per mile, making 
reduction in side track valuation of $98, 
700. 


The Virginia & Truckee railroad main 


track comprising 51% miles, was as 
scssed last year at $499,683, an average o 
$9,655 71 per mile; this year at $12,750 
per miic, an increase of $160,123. 
The 


side track, of which there are 25.94 miles 
was assessed last year at $2,702 19 pe: 
mile; this year at $3,500 per milo, a re 
daction of about $5,000. 


The Carson & Colorado road, of whicl 


there are 192 miles of main track, was 
assessed last year at $570,000, or $3,000 
per mile; this year at $3,400 per mile, an 
increase of $86,800. The 7^ miles of 
side track on this .road was assessed at 
$1,500 per mile, the same as last year. 


TheN. C. O. railroad, of which there 


are 28.15 miles in this State and county 
was assessed last year at $2,000 per mile, 
and this year at $2,100 per mile, and the 
fide track, of which there is three-fourths 
of a mile, at $1,000 per mile. 


The Kevada Central road of which 


ttiero are 93 miles of main track, was as- 
sessed last year at $2,000 per mile, and 
this year at $3,300 per mile. Tho side 
track is valued the same as last year al 
$1,500 per mile; tho increase in the as- 
sessment of the road being $27,900. 


The 84 miles of main track of tho Eu- 


reka & Piilisade road, assessed last year 
at $3,000 per mile, was increased to $3, 
000 per mile, or $42,000 more on the total 
valuation, and the 2)^ miles of side track, 
assessed last year at the same valuation 
as the main track, was reduced to $1,500 
per milo. 


Tho depots, round-houses, coal and 


wood sheds and machine shops, are 
assessed by tho assessors of the counties 
in which they are situated. 


As the State tax has been reduced from 


90 cents to 75 cents on each $100 valua- 
tion, the increase in the actual tax to be 
paid by the several roads will not, except 
iu the case of the Central Pacific, materi- 
ally differ from that of 1890. 


THE STATK FAIR. 


The Seventh Annual Fair of the State 


Agricultural Society, closed 
Saturday 


evening. It wns creditable to tho man- 
agement and to tho exhibitors, and,con* 
sidering the dull times, was well at- 
tended. The 
live stock exhibit was 


never excelled nor equaled in Nevada, 
and it compared favorably with that of 
more pretentious States, in fact, no bet 
ter displays of thoroughbreds are seen 
west of the Rocky mountains. The races 
in point of speed, were equal to any on 
the coast, and the best time in the re»- 
ords of the Society was made at the track. 
This was partly due to the purses offered 
being the best of any association on the 
Coast. 


At the Ptwilion the exhibits indicated 


what is possible in the agricultural line 
in the arid region, the grain, fruit and 
vegetables being equal and in some re- 
spects superior to those of the Mississippi 
Valley. The specimens of ladies' handi- 
work and the displays made by artists 
and merchants showed that tho luxuries 
ns well ns the necessaries of civilized life 
can be procured in Nuvada. 


These annual Fait!1, affording as they 


do, an opportunity for farmers, stock- 
men and mechanics, to exhibit their pro- 
ducts, should be patronized by the pub- 
lic and encouraged by the Legislature. 
The Fair should bo a State holiday 
which all should observe by meeting to- 
gether, exhibiting products and exchang- 
ing ideas as to tho best methods of pro- 
moling the general welfare by improving 
tho products of the State. At present 


the resources of the Agricultural Society 
will not admit of greater premiums than 
are offered. 
The Legislature should 


make more liberal appropriations, so as 
to enable the Society to at least pay the 
expenses incurred by successful exhibit- 
ors. 
A reasonable proportion of the 


State funds could not be expended more 
beneficially,as the result of such expend- 
iture would bo greater competition, 
larger exhibits and more general inter- 
est iu the Fair. The climate and soil of 
Nevada are especially adapted to the 
growth of cereals and vegetables; its al- 
falfa fattened beef and mutton is superior 
to the corn-fed meats of Illinois and 
Iowa and its mixed breed horses are pro- 
nounced by experts the best for cavalry 
service in the United States, and Thoo- 
dore Winters is proving that its thor- 
oughbreds cannot be equaled for speed 
and endurance in the world.

Judge's Charge to the Grand Juiy. 
Court convened at 10 o'clock yesterday. 


Besides the regular offioeis the following 
attorneys were present: Messrs. Board- 
man, Cin-Ior & Curler, Bowman, Wood- 
burn and Mack of Virginia City, Baker 
and Dorsey, and C. D. Van Dazer, short- 
band reporter.

JDOGE CHENKY'rt CHARGE, 


Judge Cheney delivered the following 


charge to the Grand Jury: 


GENTLEMEN or THE GEANB JDBY: The 


provisions of the statute which I hare 
read aod tho oath which yon have taken 
indicate the general nature and extent of 
your powers and duties. All of your pro- 
ceedings should be marked with tbe strict- 
est secrecy, except as disclosed by your 
official reports to tbe Court. No member 
of the Grand Jury, shoold m any way, ex- 
cept as a witness, disclose what has been 
said in the Grand Jury room by any mem- 
ber or any witness. Yon are each under a 
solemn obligation not to report, or publicly 
or privately talk about what takes place 
during your sessions. This injunction of 
secrecy is for the public as well as your 
own individual welfare. The public has 
no right to know that a groundless charge 
has been preferred and investigated, for 
thereby great wrong and suspicion might 
be oast upon an innocent person; and it 
has no right to know what your individual 
action was, thereby saving yourselves from 
all inducement to be governed in your 
action by the consequences which might 
result to yourselves, either to your ad- 
vantage or injury, if it was known how 
yon bad 
M> t>d oa any particular subject 


under investigation. 
Al! attempts by 


intercession, persuasion, intimidation or 
solicitations, outside of tho jury rooms, to 
influence your action are unlawful, and it 
is your duty to report the same promptly 
to the Court. You will save yourself from 
exposure to such importunities by strictly 
observing the secrecy which the law ex- 
acts. 
Grand 
Jurors frequently 
and 


thoughtlessly, repeat what a witness has 
said while testifying before there. This 
yon have no right to do. Neither he nor 
you can be compelled to and should not 
disclose such matters, except as witnesses, 
during the course of a judicial proceeding 
in which such matters are material. 


All public offenses, except proceedings 


for the removal of a public officer, are 
prosecuted in this Court by indictment. 
Anciently, when the Grand Jury did not 
have the advice and attendance of the 
District Attorney to frame bills for them, 
matters were informally returned to tbe 
Court by presentment, and while the stat- 
ute now speaks of presentments, 
the 


practice of making presentments has be- 
come almostjentirely obsolete. 


Ordinarily, gentlemen, a general charge 


is deemed sufficient, but there is one 
matter of such an extraordinary nature 
that I consider it my duty to call it at this 
time to your special attention and your 
duty to give it most serious consideration. 


It is a matter of public notoriety that, on 


the 18th of this month, one Ortiz, then ap 
prehended and detained in tbe County Jail 
awaiting an examination upon a criminal 
charge not yet preferred, was, iu the nighl 
time, forcibly taken by a body of armec 
and masked men from tbe custody of the 
Sheriff, without apparent contest, and pub 
licly hanged until dead upon one of the 
streets of Reno. 
It is equally well known 


that fall details of these unlawful proceed 
ings have been reported by alleged eye 
witnesses and published, and that no 
steps were taken to pursue tbe jail break- 
ers, recover the prisoner, prevent the mur- 
der or prosecute those implicated. 
A 


number of persons by common design 
have met and forcibly and unlawfully put 
to death a person without trial or invest! 
gallon. They have set at defiance tbe only 
established means of ascertaining his guilt 
or innocence, and, considering themselves 
a tribunal for that purpose, have con- 
demned a prisoner of the law to death, 
without trial, and carried the penalty into 
execution. 
Nothing could be more crim 


inal ia its nature or of greater danger to 
the spcurity of life and property, which it 
is the object of laws to maintain. 
To 


admit that fifty or any number mi»y do 
this, unpunished and unrebuked, is to ad- 
mit that one person has the same right, is 
to admit that every man may forcibly 
right his own wrongs, real or fancied, and 
may take the life of another whenever he 
thinks the public welfare demands it, or 
public sentiment will tolerate it. It is idle 
to attempt any justification of such con- 
duct by proclaiming the desperate 01 worth- 
less character of the deceased. Before the 
law, he, like any other person apprehended 
for orimo, bad certain rights. To admit 
that any one, or many, may deny him 
those rights is to admit that others may 
deny them to you or to me. It is for a 
jury of twelve men, under the responsi- 
bility of an oath, after indictment, investi- 
gation and tiial, to pronounce a verdict ol 
guilty, and for the law to enforce the pen- 
alty; not an unknown, irresponsible, self- 
constituted body of law-breakers. 
If a 


number of well meaning citizens can upon 
imaginary grounds of public welfare hang 
a supposed criminal, an equal number ol 
criminals might upon the same imaginary 
ground hang whomsoever they choose to 
select, In each case the only established 
or lawful means ot determining guilt or in

nocence has been supplanted by a body of 
unknown, 
unauthorized, 
irrepressible, 


self-constituted lynohers. The security of 
alt lies in preserving inviolate such safe- 
guards in ascertaining the guilt of tbe crim- 
inal as are neessaary for the protection of 
Ihe innocent. Proceedings of this charao- 
,er are not only lawless and criminal, but 
tend to create a want of confidence either 
n the capacity or integrity of established 
tribunals. 
They cast a suspicion upon 


courts, officers and juries: they are a 
blight and stain upon the civilization of 
the ago and the fuir name of our commu- 
nity; they are in effect an advertisement of 
a false charge, viz: that jurors in Washoe 
county do not convict tbe guilty; they ar- 
raign the peace officers as unable to appre- 
lend and bring to justice criminal offend- 
ers; they impugn the zeal ot prosecuting 
officials; they question the impartiality of 
court; they set at defiance all taw, order 
and security; (hey are a cloak which the 
criminally inclined will speedily wear; they 
are subversive of every form of good gov- 
ernment and distrnctive of security to 
property or protection for life. 
Before the 


law the banging or Ortiz was nothing less 
than murder, and it is the duty of all law 
abiding citizens to raise their hands and 
voices against these lawless proceedings. 
To permit them to pass unheeded and un- 
punished, if it is possible to ascertain who 
are tbe guilty persons, is to make ourselves 
sympathizers and accessories with crime. 
Tbe law enjoins, and your oaths declare 
that you diligt>ntly inquire aud true pre- 
sentment make of all public offanaes, tria- 
ble vmhiu this county, of which you have 
or can obtain legal information, and this 
you should do fearlessly, honestly, indus- 
triously and impartially.
